Port Townsend, Wash., Sept. 15. An

official report has been filed at the cus-
toms house here by Inspector Webber,
who has been detailed at Point Rob-
erts for the past three months, show
tbat the catch of the fishing season Just
closed Is the largest ever known in
the northwest. The Alaska Packing
company at Point Roberts' alone put up
95,000 cases, using 65,000 salmon. Alto-
gether 2,500,000 fish, of the sook-ey- e va-

riety were caught near the mouth of
the Fraser river during the season and
nearly as many hump-backe- d salmon
were taken from the traps and left on
the mud flats to die and decay. As a
result of the unprecedented large run
this season fishermen predict a light run
for the next four years.

NEARLY 25,000,000 BUSHELS.

Estimated Wheat Yield for Michigan
For 1897.

Lansing, Mich., September 8: The first
definite information of the wheat yield in
Michigan for 1897 is given in the monthly
crop report for September, issued by the
secretary of state today. The report says:

Correspondents have secured from thrash-
ers the results of 3,757 Jobs, aggregating
more than 65,000 acres of wheat thrashed in
the state, the yield from which was l.u'.u,-48-

bushels, an average of 16.73 bushels per
acre. In the southern counties more than
52,000 acres thrashed averaged 17.34 bush-
els per acre. In the central counties the
average is 14.02 bushels, ' and in the north-
ern counties, 15.31 bushels.

The area In wheat In the state last May,
as compiled from the returns of- - supervis-
ors, was 1,513,919 acres. This is the proba-
ble acreage that was harvested this year.
Multiplying the acres in each county by
the average yield per acre In tbat county,
as now shown by the results of thrashings,
gives a probable yield in the state of

bushels.
The final estimate for wheat will be made

In October. If It shall substantiate the fore-
going the crop this year is the largest pro-
duced since 1892, when the crop exceeded
25,000,000 bushels.

The number of bushels of wheat reported
marketed by farmers since the August re-

port was published is 1,187,750. Of this
amount 400,177 bushels were marketed be-

fore August 1, but not reported until late
In August, and 787,573 bushels In August.
The amount of wheat reported marketed
since the August report was published is
302,552 bushels more than reported for the
same time in 1896, and the amount reported
marketed in the twelve months ending with
July, which Is the wheat year for Michi-
gan, is 10,531,053 bushels or 847,880 bushels
more than marketed iu the same months of
the previous year.

The amount of wheat actually marketed
in August this year, 787,573 bushels, Is
335,444 bushels more than marketed In
August last year.

Thrashers' returns indicate that oats will
yield in the state about twenty-fiv- e bushels,
and barley about nineteen bushels per acre.
The figures for oats are five bushels below,
and for barley two bushels below the esti-

mate one year ago;
Corn made slow growth In August, but It

has not bsen damaged by frost and there
is good reason to expect a good and well
matured crop.

The dry weather has undoubtedly injured
potatoes, but the extent of damage eanoot
now be estimated. Beans are estimated to
y leld 87 per cent of an average crop.

Apples and peaches are very light crops,
neither will yield more than one-fift- to
one-four- of an average erop.

August was a cool, dry month. The
mean temperature of the state was 64.7 de-
grees; of the southern counties, 66.9; of
the central, 64.9, and of the northern, 62.9
degrees. There was a deficiency in the
slate and southern counties of 2 degrees,
in the central counties of 2.1 degrees and
in the northern of 1.5 degrees. Light
frosts occurred quite generally throughout
the state just after the middle of the month,
but dlclgno material damage.

The average precipitation in the state was
2.04 inches, a deficiency of 0.39 Inches.
There was deficiency in each section as fol-

lows: Southern counties, fro Inches; cen-

tral, 1.19 lpches; northern, 0.56 Inches, and
upper peninsula, 0.96 Inches.

The farm statistics of the state returned
by the supervisors last spring furnished
the following statistics of wheat, corn and
oat crop ef 1896: Acres of wheat harvested,
1,431,203; bushels, 17,858,259; average per
acre, 12.48 bushels. Acres of corn Inn vest
ed. 1,198,009; bushels, 81,733,087. Acres
of oats harvested.923,228; bushels, 29,110,-43-

The farm statistics also furnish the fol-

lowing statistics of land In farms in 1897:
Acres of improved land In farms, 9,020,-22-

unimproved, 4,302,093; total area,
number of farms, 149,534; average

size of farms, 89.01 acres.
